WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Rural  District  has  5 parishes,  Elstree,  Shenley  and  Ridge 

The  parish  of  Ridge  and  a small  part  of  Elstree  parish  is 
supplied  vdth  water  bj;'  the  Lee  Valley  V/ater  Company, 

The  parish  of  Shenley  and  the  rest  of  Elstree  parish  is 
supplied  with  water  bj'"  the  Colne  Valley  Vfeter  Company. 

I am  indebted  to  the  above-mentioned  companies  for  the 
following  information  regarding  the  .water  supplied  to  the  district 

1,  The  water  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality 
and  quantity, 

2,  733  samples  of  raw  water  v/ere  submitted  to 
bacteriological  examination.  The  results  vrere 
variable, 

2851  samples  of  supply  v;ater  were  submitted  to 
bacteriological  examination.  The  results  \rere 
very  satisfactory. 

586  samples  of  raw  water  v/ere  examined  chemically, 
the  results  were  variable. 

651  samples  of  supply  water  v/ere  examined  chemically. 

The  results  were  very  satisfactory, 

3,  Before  distribution  the  supply  water  is  chlorinated 
and  partially  dechlorinated.  Part  of  the  supply  v;ater 
is  also  filtered  and  most  of  it  is  submitted  to 
softening. 

4,  The  water  is  not  likely  to  be  plumbo-solvent . 

5,  All  houses  in  the  district  are  supplied  from 
public  v/ater  mains  direct  to  the  houses  v;ith 

the  exception  of  one  isolated  house  in  the  parish 
of  Ridge  wliich  has  a water  supply  from  a private 
well. 
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SEWAGE  DISPCSAL 

The  main  centres  of  population  in  the  district  are  served 
by  drains  connected  to  the  trank  sewer  of  the  South-v;est  Herts 
llikin  Drainage  Authority ^ the  sev/age  being  trea.ted  at  Rickmansv/ortho 
There  are  small  treatment  v/orks  v/ithin  the  district  at  Catherine 
Bourne  and  Bell  Lane,  Shenley  and  at  Watford  Road,  Elstree, 

About  6o  private  septic  tank  disposal  units  are  used  for 
sewage  trea.tment  at  farms  and  isolated  duellings.  In  the  past, 
oimers  have  had  to  mice  their  ovm  arrangements  for  the  periodical 
remova.l  of  sludge  from  the  tanks,  but  the  Council  have  now  been 
able  to  arrange  for  a service  to  be  provided  for  the  regular 
emptying  of  the  tanks.  This  will  begin  early  in  19^5  will  be 
carried  out  by  arrangement  with  the  St.  Albans  Rural  District  Council, 

There  are  noxi  only  12  houses  in  the  district  v/ithout  water- 
closets,  Each  is  unable  to  be  connected  to  main  drainage,  but 
efforts  are  being  made  to  persuade  the  omers  to  replace  the 
existing  pail  closets  by  waterborne  sanitation  to  septic  tanks. 

HJBLIC  CLEAi'ISING 

House  refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  the  v/hole  of  the 
district  by  the  Council’s  own  staff  (uindei"  the  control  of  the 
Engineer  and  Survejror),  and  disposed  of  b}^  controlled  tipping 
on  the  site  of  the  disused  se’wage  v/orks  a.t  Medburn  Farm,  Elstree 
and  at  Moor  Mills,  Park  Street,  Nr,  St.  Albans. 

The  use  of  paper  sacks  instead  of  dustbins  is  nov/  the  policy 
of  the  Council  and  steady  progress  is  being  made  in  the  extension 
of  this  improved  hygienic  method  to  the  v/hole  of  the  district.

The  Order  vrill 
become  operative  on  the  1st  July  19^5  ^7  v/hich  time  the  area 
betv'/een  the  Barnet  By  Pass  and  Furzehill  Road,, from  Shenley  Road 
and  Elstree  Way  southwards  to  the  district  boundary  vdll  be 
under  Smoke  Control, 

It  is  proposed  to  extend  the  area  under  Smoke  Control  by 
stages,  the  whole  of  Boreharav/ood  being  included  by  19^9' 

RODENT  CONTROL 

Che  Rodent  Operative  is  employed  part-time  on  tliis 
work  under  the  supervision  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

J'Ir«J,Bond,  v/ho  has  for  many  years  given  excellent  service 
to  the  district,  retired  dioring  the  year  Irnving  reached  the  age 
of  70  years.  His  duties  as  Rodent  Operative  are  now  carried 
out  by  Ivlr.P. Keogh. 

During  the  year,  investigation  was  carried  out  a.t  212 
properties  for  the  purpose  of  rodent  control.  Of  these, 

126  were  found  to  be  infested  with  rats  and  '^6  infested  vdth 
mice.  These  v/ere  subsequently  treated  by  the  local  authority. 

A survey  and  test  baiting  of  sewers  for  rats  was  carried 
out  during  the  year,  3a.its  v;ere  laid  in  67  manholes  throughout 
the  district.  No  bait  v/as  taken. 
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HOUSING  IMOVEIvENT  GPUiNTS 


During  the  year  11  Standard  Grants  and  one  Discreti onary 
Grant  v/ere  approved.  The  total  amount  of  grants  payable  was 
£1478. 

In  accordance  \ath  the  vashes  of  the  Bilinister  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government,  a survey  was  made  of  the  houses  in  tlaree 
streets  Imown  to  be  of  the  type  which  lack  modern  amenities 
but  v/hich  vrould,  if  improved,  provide  adeq^uate  housing 
accommodation  for  many  years.

I would  again  mention  that  b}/-  the  sampling  of  products  in  other 
County  Districts  - products  v/hich  may  well  be  found  also  in  Elstree 
Rural  District  - the  County  Council  gives  a wider  protection  to 
Districts  than  might  be ! ima.gined  from  the  sampling  figures  for  any 
one  District.  As  an  example,  in  that  part  of  the  London  County 
Council  Estate,  Borehanrwood  which  lies  outside  the  area  of  the  Elstree 
District  Council,  tv/o  unsatisfactory  products  were  f-ound  in-  1^6-2, 
which  could  also  have  been  bought  inside  the  Elstree  District, 

Legal  proceedings  leading  to  convictions  and  fines  were  the  result 
of  these  saiuples.  They  concerned  a "10^  Butter  Genoa  Cake"  which 
contained  only  ,lfo  butter,  and  a canned  "Orange:  juice  v/ith  added 
sugar”'  which  contained  only  ^0^  Orange  Juice,  and  (o2%  of  added  water.
